H eroert Hagot, operator in the telephone 
exchange, was killed, and others seriously 
hurt. 
The old woolen factory was t >rn 
down. 
A woman named Forsythe, and two 
children were killed.

completely demolished. 
The back 
part of the First Baptist church was torn 
down, while all tu t the steeple of the new 
Catholic church cav ed in. 
Bailey’s liv ery 
stable was blown in and one man seriously 
hurt, besides a number of buggies, car­ 
riages, etc., destroyed. 
A child of Mrs. Larrim er’s was killed in 
the east end. A couple of children in Sha ly 
Side were killed. 
The 8 prmgfield Southern 
depot was completely torn up. 
The C. & 
M. V. passenger and freight depot* were 
blown down, the Midland the only one - es­ 
caping. 
All communication is cut off from the 
town by wire, few trains can pass through. 
There are but few tree* left standing. Roofs, 
boards, etc., block the streeta 
A* soon as a few of the cooler heads re­ 
cov ered their senses searching parties were 
organized and the sail work of looking for 
the dead began. 
So far fifteen bodies 
hav e been 
recov ered 
from the debris 
of v arijug 
ruined 
buildings, 
and the 
dreary work Li just 
beginning

under way. 
It is probable as many more 
will bo found before morning. 
The glim ­ 
mer of lanterns procured from farm-houses 
in the v icinity and from the few bouses left 
standing is the only light they hav e to work 
by.

The fire departm ent was called out to res­ 
cue those in danger.

11:33 
the 
preparatory 
signal 
was sounded. 
Both yachts were then oa the 
port tack and heading about southw est Tbe 
Genesta went about again at 11:31, and then 
the fatal mistake occurred whieb put the 
final decision still further into the future. 
W hen the Genesta tacked the Puritan still 
held her course. 
The Genesta hav ing the 
right of way, kept on steadily. 
Apparentlj* 
the 
skipper 
of

did not 
estimate the Genosta’s speed | correctly, 
and 
he 
thought 
he 
could 
got 
to

They came closer together anl neither 
swerv e ! from her course. 
The judges and 
spectators saw th a t a crash was inev itable 
and held their breath. 
The bow of th* 
English yacht a t first seemed likely to strike 
the Puritan forward but the hull of the 
latter glided by la safety and the bow sprit 
of the Genesta shot through the Boston- 
man’s 
mainsail about six fool’ from the 
leach and just abov e the boom. It hung for 
an instant 
and 
then the 
cracking of 
tim ber was heard and the long spar broke 
off close to the bow, carrying away the jib. 
The spar fell into the water and swung 
around 
under the starboard bow. 
The 
yacht, as far as the race was concsrno 
1, 
was a wreck.

The Genesta immoii- 
ately hov e to. 
The Genesta will not make a claim of foul 
against the Puritan, but will allow the m at­ 
ter to go as an accident.

Arm strong, the mother of Eliza, tastifled 
that Mrs. Ja rre tt obtalnod her daughter 
from her on tho ploa of needing the child to 
assist in tbo housowork of her home. 
The 
witness scouted the idoa th at she knew any- 
thing of the character of Mrs. Ja rre tt other 
thau was represented by tho prisoner her­ 
self, and denied in a most em phatic m anner 
th at fcho had sold her daughter for immoral 
purpose*. 
Eliza Armstrong, upon cross-examination, 
said her father, mother, and six children 
liv od in ono room. 
Hhe adm itted th at with 
tho oxcoption of tho indignities referred to 
in her testimony Monday, her abductors 
had truatod her kindly. 
As the cross-exam­ 
ination progressed Eliza frequently contra­ 
dicted hor-elf, and her ov idenco conflicted 
with th at of hor mother. 
Bhe confessed 
she did not go to sleep 
whan the handker­ 
chief saturated with chloroform was applied 
to her nose, during what was called “the 
m om entary surprise of 
a »1 odical ex amina­ 
tion. 
Mrs. Armstrong, 
when cross-examined, 
was bold and defiant, and v ulgarly abused 
Mrs. Ja rre tt and Mr. Russell, counsel for 
the defense. 
Tho witness adm itted that she 
had been three times lined for being drunk, 
once for on assault and once for using ob­ 
scene language on the streets, and th at she 
was drunk tbe night Eliza departed from 
home, but became intoxicated after the girl

Irreg ular 
Habits Arising 
from Drink 
No Long er Excused In New York. 
[New York Cor. Chicag o J ournal.) 
The expression of views on the temper­ 
ance question Is sure to displease about 
threa-fourths of the readers, so diverse are 
opinions on that subject; but I take it that 
everybody will like to be assured that 
drunkenness is unfashionable in New York. 
The number of arrests for intoxication are 
fewer year 
by year, althoug h the police 
g row steadily more strict in keeping inebri­ 
ety out of sig ht, and I think that the im 
provement comes of the disrepute into 
which Intemperanco has fallen. 
The chang e 
within ten years is remarkable. 
Irreg ular 
habits arising from drink are not excused as 
they used to be, cither socially or in buii- 
ue*a. 
The employe who lets rum g et the 
best 
of 
him 
is 
nowadays discharg ed. 
Mechanics exceed the demand anyhow, and 
so there is no necessity, as thore ccrtaln^r 
is no disposition to g ive work to bummers. 
It is the same way in the professions. 
Drunkeuness i3 no long er considered a mark 
of g enius. 
People will * not bo doctored by 
Bacchus, oor intrust their law cases to him; 
and in J ournalism the reform within a 
decade has been wonderfuL 
There was a 
time when broken-down clerg ymen, law­ 
yers 
and 
physicians 
larg ely 
found 
a 
refug e in newspaper work as reporters; 
but now 
the 
recruits are almost a lto 
g ether fresh colleg e g raduates, and sobriety 
is essential to retention ou the staff of any 
except a journal unable to pay market rates 
for matter. 
So g eneral has this rule be 
come that not a sing le habitual drunkard is 
to be found on the staffs of at least three of 
the mornin2 dailies, and he finds it hard to 
g et a job anywhere. 
“ Bear in mind that J im has a wife and 
two children to support,” « aid an interceder 
for a discharg ed drunkard 
“ And it so happens,” replied the editor, 
“ that the sober man whom I have put in 
J im’s place has a wife and four children. 
It 
should always be remembered that every 
expulsion of a bummer leaves a position for 
a decent man. 
VPe don’t run an inebriate 
asylum or a moral reformatory."
